Death, injury 
and 
destruction 
were left behind in central Indiana 
by a 75-mile gale and 
an 
accom­ 
panying cloudburst 
which 
struck 
Wednesday night. 
Three railroad men 
were 
dead, 
whether drowned or crushed 
was 
uncertain, victims of a bridge w ash­ 
out which plunged a freight 
train 
into the swollen w aters of a 
creek 
near Lafontaine, Ind. 
Bet ween 40 and 50 persons were 
seriously enough injured to receive 
medical attention. 
Six of them m ay die. 
Untold number of others were but 
slightly hurt and did not report at 
h o sp ita ls for treatment. 
Property damage was enormous. 
Homes, business buildings and g a ­ 
r a g e s were wrecked and some 
esti­ 
mates ranged into the m illions, but 
c o n s e r v a t i v e figures placed the lo s s 
at upwards of $1,000,000 
perhaps 
¡is high as $1,50(1,000. 
Telephone and telegraph commun­ 
ications were badly disrupted. H un­ 
dreds of telephones in Indianapolis 
were out. 
Rivers and stream s rose rapidly. 
Indianapolis bore the brunt o i the 
storm, but it le ft its path in a wide 
area from the west end o f the state 
to the east. Farm hom es and 
o r­ 
chards suffered heavily. 
Xinetv policemen and 300 firemen 
guarded the stricken areas in 
In­ 
dianapolis to prevent looting. 
The storm hit hardest in Indiana­ 
polis where m o s t of the injuries and 
the greater part of 
the 
property 
damage occurred. Thirty-four 
p a ­ 
tients were treated at the Indiana­ 


p o l i s City hospital alone. A 
dozen 
others were treated at other institu­ 


t i o n s . Perhaps as many 
as 
two 
score more were not hurt seriously 
enough to require medical attention. 
Homes, store buildings and 
g a r­ 
ages were wrecked in 
Indianapolis. 
The storm slashed a five-block rib­ 
bon in the city for a distance 
of 
two miles from west to east. 
The dead were: 
Ed. McLintoek, Anderson, engin­ 
eer, 
Homer Miller, Wabash, tireman. 
Sam Pfeil, Anderson, brakeman. 
The storm rode into Indiana from 
the west, striking heavily at 
1 erre 
Haute where buildings were 
dam ­ 
aged and streets littered with deb­ 
ris. 
It apparently blew 
in a straight 
line from the west side of the state 
to the east, increasing in fury until 
it reached Indianapolis ami striking 
with full fo rc e 
here. 
Irvington, 
(•astern suburb, w a s its center for 
about ten m inutes— the longest the 
squalls lingered in any one territory. 
Then, as it continued 
eastward, 
the storm diminished in violence un­ 


t i l 
it reached the Indiana-Ohio line 
where it had dwindled to the propor­ 
tions of a heavy wind, but did 
not 
do much damage. 
Everywhere in its path, however, 
the squalls left its mars. Where 
it 
struck cities or towns, there was the 
appearance of battlefields.

Blown from their foundations 
four houses adjoining each oth­

denuded trees and other foliage and 
partly wrecked business blocks made 
a litter along the streets traversing 
an area estimated at 175 c i t y blocks. 
All over the city the gale had left

A wall of w ater 20 
feet 
high 
and a mile and a half wide

with a ro ar upon Kelly late yester­ 
day. Many of the 150

heard the roaring waters in time to 
get to the foothills before the crest 
reached the town. 
Others 
were 
caught in the flood’s path. 
The only buildings left 
standing 
in Kelly are the St. P ohn’s Catholic 
church and the school house.

W ednesday night, will reach several 
thousand dollars, according to esti­ 
mates today. 
The wind played havoc in almost 
every section of the county, being 
more severe in some localities than 
others. The strongest wind, and the 
one which did the damage, 
arrived 
about 8:30 Wednesday night. A sec­ 
ond wind and rainstorm 
followed 
shortly before midnight. 


Insurance is believed to have p ro ­ 
tected most of the 
places 
where 
damage resulted, although the insur­ 
ance will not cover tin* loss suffered 
by many

and southwest of Rushville, where 
the wind probably did the most dam ­ 
age, according to reports received 
today.

Bath, Mich., May 
19—(U.R)— One 
of the most diabolically 
conceived 
plots against a rural community was 
laid bare here today with the 
dis­ 
covery of the brutally murdered and 
charred body of Mrs. Andrew 
E. 
Kehoe, wife of the 
man 
accused 
throughout Clinton County of dyn­ 
amiting B ath consolidated 
school 
yesterday with a toll of 42 dead. 


The body of Mrs. Kehoe, who had 
been missing since tire of 
m yster­ 
ious origin destroyed the Kehoe farm 
building on the outskirts of 
B ath 
early yesterday, was found shortly 
before 9 a. in., today by Roy Cole of 
Chesaning, a friend of the family, 
near thegaunt, smoking ruins 
of 
the farm homste'ad. 
By the side of the 
body 
were 
found a box of money and the fam ­ 
ily silverware, heaped up 
presum ­ 
ably by the hand of the 
woman’s 
husband before he applied the torch 
to his home and then drove to 
the 
village school, where he touched off 
nearly a quarter of a ton of explos­ 
ive and plunged the entire village 
in mourning. 
Kehoe’s motive for his mad orgy 
of destruction was 
generally 
a s ­ 
cribed to bitterness over 
financial 
affairs. lie w as known to have 
re­ 
sented the high taxes caused 
by 
construction of the school which he 
destroyed and is 
understood 
to 
have brooded over the recent 
fo re­ 
closure of a mortgage, which he a t ­ 
tributed to high taxes. Word of 
tlie 
discovery of Mrs. Kehoe’s 
body 
spread rapidly through the 
grief- 
stricken family and within a 
few 
minutes the Kehoe farm lot, about a 
mile from the school, was 
overrun 
by residents stunned by the enormity 
of the tragedy which had 
befallen 
their community. 
One cheering note came from the 
capital of the state at Lansing 
to 
the effect th at Gov. Fred W. Green 
had taken initial steps to see 
w hat 
could be done through the Red Cross 
or other agencies to give Bath some 
financial assistance in her sorrow. 
“ There is much justice in the-sug­ 
gestion that the state should aid this 
village in some material w ay,” the 
governor’s note said. “ This is 
a 
terrible blow to any community, and 
the sym pathy of the state of Mich­ 
igan goes out to the people of B ath.” 
The ruins of 
the 
school 
had 
yielded the bodies of 37 children to ­ 
day. Forty-three more, pitifully torn 
by the explosion which brough the 
west wing of the building down upon 
them as they 
studied, 
were 
being 
eared for in hospitals. Five adults 
also were among the dead. 
It was not certain whether 
the 
death list of 42 would be increased 
by further search of the ruins. 
The community today was in p a ­ 


t h e t i c , stunned mourning. The com­ 
mon grief was 
too 
great 
to allow 
room for resentment a t the depress­ 
ing financial burden piled on its al­ 
ready overburdened shoulders by the 
tragedy. 
The new school house, pride 
of 
the county, the cost of which caused, 
high taxes was virtually 
in ruins 
and the already overburdened, heav­ 
ily bonded community faced the ne­ 
cessity of 
rebuilding 
the 
costly 
structure. 
With the swiftness and destruc­ 
tiveness 
of a 
war-time 
barrage, 
bushels full of dynamite 
secretly 
planted under the 
foundations 
of 
the school by the despondent Kehoe 
turned the left wing of the structure 
into a scene of horror early y ester­ 
day. 
With the coming of the first dusk 
of tragedy, members of the diminu­ 
tive community haltingly 
told a c ­ 
counts of the explosion. Martin G. 
Milliman, 72-year-old 
resident 
of 
Bath, told of running to the school 
with the first blast and of “ pitching 
in to save as many as I could.” 
“ But 
I couldn’t 
stand 
it for 
he said. “ I had taken four

The itinerant

glittering 
pro mises and his interests are who l­ 
ly selfish. As a general thing, he 
is 
anno ying and refuses to tak e no fo r 
an answer. He expects the pro spec­ 
tiv e custo mer to believ e him, but it 
is the o ther way aro und wheft

He requires a do wn 
payment and sends the go o ds C. 0.

said, by having a state hoard of me­ 
dical examiners, who measure 
the 
qualities of a doctor before lie 
is 
permitted to “ hang out his shingle”, 
so that the goods oil his shell 
must 
have quality.” 
The second aspect was 
discussed 
as to “ what are you going to 
<h> 
with your stock of g o o d s /” In this 
connection he brought out tin* com ­ 
parison of being industrious, 
and 
showed that a business man 
must 
work hard to make a su c c e ss, and 
that then* was no exception to 
the 
medical profession, as doctors are 
compelled to keep up with 
modern 
day improvements, and apply them ­ 
selves the same as 
any 
business 
man. 
In this connect ion Dr. Sexton paid 
;i 
tribute to 
Benjamin 
Franklin, 
whom he said has heen proclaimed 
the greatest American. It was 
his 
axiom, “ Take care of your business 
and your business will take care of 
you,’’ which spoke a great truth, he 
declared. 
The third point which was em pha­ 
sized was that 
of 
honesty. 
I he 
speaker showed the ditlerent types 
of honesty which are employed 
by 
business men, and also by profes­ 
sional business men, and how 
fre ­ 
quently the truest meaning of hon­ 
esty is overlooked or abused. 
The fourth point which he stressed 
was that of being ambitious, 
and 
showed how important it is for 
a 


business man to have ambition, 
in 


order to make a success of his bus­ 
iness, and he showed th at the same 
thing is true of the medical 
busi­ 
ness. 


In summing up his address, 
Dr. 


Sexton stated th at doctors are of­ 
ten asked the question, as to wheth­ 
er there is money in the 
doctor’s 
business. He stated th at there were 
more failures in doctors than in any 
other line of business. 
From one-fourth to one-third 
of 
those who start practice, drop 
out 
within the first five years, he said. 
Fifty percent of them continue 
to 
m ake a living, and less than 15 per 
cent of all physicians 
ever 
lay 
enough up and have something for 
their old age, he stated. 
In discussing whether 
physicians 
live to attain old age, Dr. 
Sexton 
said that he could count on the fin­ 
gers of both of his h a n d s all 
the 
doctors who had ever lived in Rush 
county, who had attained the 
age 
of 70 before they died, and on one 
hand, he could count those who had 
reached 80 years. 


In discussing longevity. Dr. Sex­ 
ton stated that statistics 
showed 
that ministers attained the 
oldest 
age, farm ers ranked second, 
while 
business men and doctors were fa r 
down the list in third place. 
“ With what does a business 
feed his m ind,” he 
asked, 
thinks of strife, his work, his 
ousies, his competition, 
his money, 
his worries and ups and downs; 
a 
minister feeds his mind with 
love, 
charity, kindness, gratitude and the 
pleasing things of life, so that 
it 
only shows that the body feeds upon 
the nourishinennt provided by 
the 
mind. ’’

“ Mother after m other came ru n ­ 
ning into the school yard, and de­ 
manded information about her child 
and, on seeing its lifeless form lying 
on the lawn, broke into sobs

swooned," he said. 
“ In n o tify more than 
100 men

bris of the school, and nearly

many women were frantically paw­

bricks for trace of their children. I 
saw more than one woman lift clust­ 
ers of bricks held together by mor­ 
ta r heavier than the average man

Richardson, 
when I heard a little girl tyuried a 
foot below the top level of the de­ 
bris, calling ‘Daddy— Daddy,

and get me.’ 
“ At that time T did not know’ that 
my own boy had escaped serious in­ 
jury when he was thrown through 
a first-story window by the explo­ 
sion. But T decided I would not say 
anything about it, and kept on work­ 
ing to get that little girl free.

ning her down, and I made up

mind the only thing to do was

early yesterday, was found shortly 
before 9 a. m., today by Boy 'Cole of 
Chesaning, a friend of the family, 
near thegaunt, smoking ruins 
of 


the farm homstead. 


By the side of the 
body were 


found a box of money and the fam- 
ily silverware, heaped iip presum- 
ably by the hand of the 
woman's 


insband before he applied the torch, 
to his home and then drove to the 
village school, where he touched off 
nearly a quarter of a ton of explos- 
.ve and plunged the entire village 
in mourning. 


Kehoe's motive for his mad orgy 


of destruction was generally 
as- 


cribed to bitterness over 
financial 


affairs. He was known to have 
re- 


sented the high taxes caused- 
by 


onstrnetion of the school which he- 
lestroyed and is 
understood 
to 


lave brooded over the recent fore-' 
closure of a mortgage, which he at- 
ributed to high taxes. Word of the> 
liscovery of Mrs. Kehoe's 
body 


spread rapidly through the 
grief- 


stricken family and within a 
few^ 


minutes the Kehoe farm lot, about a 
mile from the school, was overrun 
iv residents stunned by the enormity 
if the tragedy which had 
befallen 


heir community. 


One cheering note came from the

garages across open property 
to 


dash.them against sturdier buildings, 
and shivered these sturdier buildings 
on their foundations. 


The gale ripped downward sud- 


denly, coming after a lull in a rain 
that had poured down all day, and 
blew on its way toward Ohio, just as 
quickly as it came. Rain-—a lull— 
then the fury of the elements roar- 
ing wrath—and quiet unbroken on- 
ly by the continuing rain; such was 
the combined story of the thousands 
of persons who were endangered. 


The machinery of the city's gov- 


ernment moved into immediate ac- 
tion to care for the injured, shelter 
the homeless and reconstruct. 


Ambulance after ambulance arri- 


ved at the city hospital with'injur- 
ed. Drug store clerks gave first aid 
to those whose hurts were not ser- 
ious. The first shock over, neighbor 
thought of neighbor, relative of rela- 
tive, and at midnight the victimized 
sections were jnore active than they 
had been at midday. 


When the toll was reckoned today, 


it was found that 41 persons 
had 


been treated at hospitals, 17 remain- 
ed for additional attention, and of 
these six were in critcal condition. . 


It was regarded as 
miraculous 


that in Indianapolis the storm faus-. 
ed no fatalities. Equally remarkable 
it seemed that west and east of this 
city, the gale, although the damage 
it did was visible along the country 
roads and in the cities and towns, 
injured few. 


The storm traveled like the fast- 


est of express trains, entering Indi- 
ana from Illinois, gaining momentum 
as it neared the saucer-like depres- 
sion of which Indianapolis is the 
center, spending its greatest vio- 
lence during its downward dips here, 
then weakening ;is it continued 
on 


its way until, it appeared, it blew 
itself out somewhere in Ohio and be- 
came just an ordinary wind. 


It was as though a boy was skip- 


ping stones across a quiet pond, on- 
ly the stone in this case was the 
storm area. The simile is apt, for 
the storm was one dip after another, 
zig-zagging up and down as it trav- 
eled. 


Two thousand telephones were in 


trouble, but with the assistance of 
gangs of men who began arriving at 
midnght from all nearby towns, offi- 
cials hoped to . restore normal ser- 
vice by 8 p. m., tonight. Many poles 
were down in eastern, northern and 
western parts of the city, but only 
two toll lines were out. 


Other communications also were 


badly disrupted, chiefly, the postal 
telegraph company,- which had few 
circuits working properly and many 
not at all, owing to poles being 
down. Traffic moved 
with difficulty 


over Western (Onion lines. 


All forms of transportation were 


more or less affected, street cars 
did not onerate on. some streets, rail- 
road trains were up to four hours 
late from all direckmB.

Flood Prevention 


With the flood waters of the Mis- 


sissippi basin subsiding, and 
the 


•worst flood in history having heen 
recorded, thought naturally returns 
to prevcntative measures that will 
make impossible,a repetition 
of 


tin's year's disaster. 


It is a question that touches ev- 


ery citizen of the United States, all 
of whom have been affected in 
one 


•way or another !>y the uuparaleflcd 
Hood. 


Manifestly it is a task that de- 


mands the best brains the country 
can summon t6 the job and one that 
sluiulil not be hastily attempted 
or 


prematurely finished. It is one 
in 


which politics should be 
entirely 


eliminated and 
sectional 
feeling 


should be forgotten. 


The problem is undoubtedly the 


greatest that any nation ever faced 
in lime of peace, but it will be faced 
and solved by the greatest nation. 


Once it is determined what plan 


is best, the American people, who 
raised $25,0(10,000,000 to make the 
•world safe for democracy, will not 
hesitate at providing a few billions 
to make our own country safe from 
floods. 


Many half-baked opinions have 


already Iheen advanced as a solution. 
Certain enthusiasts propose refor- 
estation as a panacea 
for floods. 


Another group believes 
that 
iui- 


niense spillways arc the only logical 
way to avoid a repetition of 
this 


year's high waters. Then it has been 
suggested that 
another 
channel 


might be built to carry 
off 
the 


Hoods. Still another scheue is the 
building of storage reservoirs 
at 


the headwaters and another propos- 
es retarding reservoirs such as have 
been found suecssful in protecting 
Dayton, O., and other cities on the 
Great Miami river since the 1913 
flood. A continuation of the levee 
system is favored by a large group. 


It is distinctly an 
engineering 


problem and already 
engineering 


staffs in Washington have been as- 
signed and are embarked on 
the 


flood control problem. 
AVhen 
in 


1920-'22 the last, study was made, 
the engineers took <the highest range 
oi' water of which they had records, 
and developed levees three feet in 
excess of that figure. It now ap- 
pears that for the lirst time in the 
history of the river all the tributar- 
ies reached flood stages. That 
ex- 


plains why past records and plans 
on which the government has 
beei 


expending $10,0(10,000 a year went 
to pieces. The Mississippi problem 
now will lie solved by the develop- 
ments of safeguards based on the 
situation such as is now 
cxistin 


when the entire Mississippi basin 
becomes a flood area. 


Peddlers 


The United States supreme court 


lately has ruled that a 
municipal 


cori Mini lion <'an "°t restrict 
the 


right of a salesman to solicit busi- 
ness for a firm outside the state be- 
cause it is an 
unreasonable re- 


straint upon interstate commerce. 


This in effect throws down 
the 


bars to the itinerant peddler 
and 


the 
unethical 
and 
irresponsible 


salesman and places upon the people 
the responsibility for deciding whe- 
ther they shall 
ie swindled and 


iuinbugged. 


Practically every city and town 


of any size has an 
ordinance re- 


quiring that peddlers and others 
soliciting business ai homes . snail 
have a license. This requirement is 
not for the revenue derived, but to 
discouarge the itinerant for the pro- 
tection of the people against 
the, 


sharp practices of 
the 
stranger. 


Moreover, such a policy on the part 
of any community is just because 
the peddler pays no .taxes, does no- 
thing for the welfare of the com- 
munity and assumes none of the re- 
sponsibilities of an established .bus- 
iness with a reputation to be upheld. 


, The itinerant makes 
'glittering 


promises and his interests are whol- 
ly selfish. As a general thing, he is 
annoying and refuses to take^no for 
an answer. He expects the prospec- 
tive customer to believe him,. but it 
is the other way around when the 
sale is closed. He requires a down 
payment and sends the goods C. O. 
D.'or collects when 'he delivers. He 
doesn't trust the buyer but the buy- 
er is expected to trust him— a per- 
son wholly unknown and 
without 


recommendation. The buyer takes all 
the chances. If the merchandise is 
not as represented, there is no re- 
source.

REMINISCENCES

We will change the diet and feed 


you baseball for a change, lest your 
appetite grows weak on more sober 
subjects. Ball playing is as old as 
authentic record and we find it play- 
ed in some form and under varying 
•names'for ages, but always a lead- 
ing outdoors sport. 


TheJGreeks and Romans "played 


ball" with their many other athletic 
outdoor sports. You will find no re- 
cord ol' such sports among nations 
that indulge in bull fights and other 
brutal pastimes, where "sport" con- 
sists in blood letting and dying' 
groans. 


Ball' playing requires manly men, 


and an inebriate or "rounder" usu- 
ally has .a short record. We call it 
the "National Game" and today is 
the cleanest sport 
in-this or any 


other i country, with 
a celebrated 


jurist at" it's head and rules as strict, 
and carefully'enforced as the fam- 
ous codes of Solon. 


The game as played in the United 


States is an evolution of the English 
game called "Rounders" which we 
described in a previous article, to 
determine the origin and history of 
the game a committee, consisting of- 
A. G. Mills of New York, Arthur P. 
Gorman of Maryland, Morgan 
C. 


Bulkelcy of Conn., N. E. Young, 
George Wright, A. J. Roach and 
James E. Sullivan, -was appointed to 
investigate. - 


After months of investigation they 


reiwrted that the "National game 
originated with the Knickerbocker 
Club, organized in New York City in 
1845, and that the first person 
to 


prepare a diagram of the playing 
diamond was Abner Doubleday of 
Cooperstown, N. Y., in 1839." 


The Knickerbocker Club was the 


first organized -baseball club 
and 


existed for thirty years. "The New 
York Nine" founded .in 1846, soon 
challenged the Knickerbockers 
for 


a match game for the/'dinners and 
the game." The first game of its 
kind, took place in Hoboken, New 
Jersey, June 19th, 1846—the '.' nines 
winning by. a.spore of 23 to 1," 


According {p the .rules, of the 


game, as then. played, the side win- 
ning 2iiruns y*on, and in the Hobo- 
ken game it only required. four in- 
nings. "By the rules then, the batter 
was out if the tall was caught on 
the ffrst bounce pi if when running 
the bases, the runner was hit by a 
thrown ball,.by & member of the ot- 
her side.

Another .rule required the ball to 


be delivered by the . jiifcher .and not 
thrown.

In 1850 another team, the "Wash- 


ingtons" was organized in New York 
and in 1855 tho Gothams. The 
Washingtons had grounds ,in York- 
ville. Many other teams 
followed 


and in 1858 twenty-five organized 
teams were pls.ying in and around 
New York City. 


In 1858 the National Association 


of B. B. players was founded and 
new rules adopted. That year was 
noteworthy, as the first tune an ad- 
mission fee was charged (50c) 
to 


see the game. This game was played 
July 20th, 1858, between New York 
and Brooklyn on the Fashion Race 
Course. 


The Civil war virtually destroyed 


the game and it was not until 1869 
that baseball began to revive. This 
year the "Cincinnati Red Stack- 
ings" was organized and played ex- 
hibition games in 1869-70, traveling 
12,000 mles and playing to more 
than 200,000 people—the first de- 
monstration of the popularity of the 
game. 


Remember these were purely exhi- 


bition games played by their own 
teams. As an outcome of these exhi- 
bition games, an organization 
in 


1871, was formed called the "Na- 
tional Association 
of Professional 


Baseball players." This association 
consisted of ten clubs, but only eight 
finished the series that year; viz: 
'Athletics ^f Philadelphia; Bostons; 
White Stockings 
of Chcago; hay- 


makers of Troy, N. Y; Mutuals of 
New York; Forest City of Cleveland; 
Nationals of 
Washington, D. C., 


and Vorst Citys of Rockford. - 


When the game seemed firmly es- 


tablished, 
trouble . started, which 


threatened for awhile to destroy the 
game. Gambling' on the results, sale 
of liquor-on or near the grounds 
and-crooked work among the play- 
ers—many players being bought to 
"throw" the gaine-^ttst fights on 
the. grounds and utter lack of con- 
trol drove the better element from 
the ground. 


Life insurance companies cancel- 


led policies on the lives of umpires 
and the attendance 
fell 
off until 


baseball was no 
longer a "going 


concern." So much so that by 1875 
"every • profession'al club was 'on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 


In this crisis, .William A. Hulbert, 


"A. G. -Spanlding and other lovers of 
the game and clean sports, began a 
reorganization of baseball on busi- 
ness principles which resulted 
in 


forming the ^National League of 
B. B. clubs" and today's game 
is 


continued under

The -first World's Championship

bodies out of the ruins, when Kehoe, 
believed by everyone to have planned 
the entire disaster, drew up to the 
curb in front of the wrecked school 
and called out to Emory E. Huyck, 
supcrinendent, who was supervising 
the work of rescue. 


"Both of the men stood talking at 


the «urb for a few minutes, when 
suddenly

blown to bits. He and Huyck 
were 


killed outright, Nelson McFarren, 
who was passing by, was also killed,
